MB. ALLISON'S REPLY. 

Mr. Editor.— I fiend you an article that 
appeared in the editorial column of the 
Toronto World, of Tuesday, 5th inst., and 
if not interfering with space, will kindly 
ask you to give it publicity in full. As I 
am the stupid character referred to in said 
article, would also ask the privilege of 
occupying a small space in your valuable 
paper for the purpose of defending myself 
against the attack made upon nip* by some 
writer, who would be better qualified to dig 
post holes, than writing editorials, that is, 
if some intelligent man would show him 
where to dig. Now, Mr. Edito: th writer 
commences his article by saying, ti.it last 
week at a farmers’ meeting in Belleville, I 
queried the Controllers as to the duty on 
binders. Now this statement laoks that 
element which is essential in an honest 
artiole, namely, truth, for 1 have not been 
inside the corporation of Belleville for six 
months, and have not attended a publio 
meeting in that city foryears. The writer, 
however, may not be as great a novice as 
yon would take him to be. He may have 
had some sinister motive in placing this at 
Bellevito- He attaoks me on one question 
asked, namely, “Why tax binders if they 
are cheaper in Canada than the United 
States ?” and from this he proceeds with 
all the bosh contained in the artiole. He 
says, that I want the tariff taken off, that 
I want the Amerioan prices introduced in¬ 
to Canada. Now, if it is a fact, that bind¬ 
ers are cheaper in Canada than in the 
Untied States, then it is a fact, that, by 
aoting upon the universally acknowledged 
principle that has always governed com¬ 
merce, viz., to buy in the cheapest and sell 
in the dearest market, it would place be¬ 
yond a doubt the impossiblity of Ameri¬ 
cans making a market of Canada for their 
binders. There is not a man, or set of 
men, in any oountry that would be foolish 
enough to leave a home market, and go to 
a foreign market to sell their goods for a 
less price than they dould get at h-me. 
The idea is quite nonsensical. Then, there 
is another consideration in connection with 
this case. Does protection iucrease the 
prioe of the article protected ? If so, then 
by taking the duty off binders, you reduce 
the price, and by so doing you make it 
more impossible for £anada to be a mat aet 
fog the American binder, and you also give 
the binder to the Canadian farmer at a 
lower price. _ _ 




ben end aoroee the border don not justify 
their contention. 

In the main the implement of A^prioaa 
manufacture Is supplied to the Amerioan 
farmer at prion quite as low as those at 
which the Canadian farmer ie supplied. 
As to the superior excellence of Canadian 
implements as oompared with Ame ri can 
there may be muoh reasonable doubt. In 
Borne lines this superior effloienoy exists 
while in other lines it does not, and it is 
generally well known that the iron and 
steel entering into the oonstruotion of im¬ 
plements, wneo of Canadian manufacture, 
is inferior to the iron and steel the output 
of Amerioan furnace*. Touching the art¬ 
iole ot wool and manufactures of wool the 
extravagent claim was made that the im¬ 
position of duties on woolen goods impor¬ 
ted into this oountry in nowise inoreaee the 
cost to the oonsumer of woolen goods of 
Canadian manufacture. 

That the removal of duties on woolen 
maufaotures imported would reduoe their 
oost to the Canadian oonsumer must be 
admitted and these oompeting with Can¬ 
adian artioles of like manufacture would of 
necessity force a reduction in the selling 
prioes of the latter. Coming to the ques¬ 
tion of l he protection afforded the farmer 
by the present tariff it may reasonably be 
asked n what is he protected ? 

The manufacturing olasses are so far 
privileged that the raw material imported 
for their use is in nearly every base admit¬ 
ted free of duty while artioles for the use 
of farmers are foroed to bear a tax. 

There has been an attempt to persuade 
farmers into believing that the imposition 
of 3c. per lb. duty on imported foreign 
wools such as are grown in Canada was 
affording them ample protection. 

It does prohibit the importation of iuob 
classes, but all wool not so specified is ad¬ 
mitted free of duty and comet into com¬ 
petition with the Canadian wool grower. 

Wool, not further prepared than washed, 
to the value of $1,398,746.00, was admit¬ 
ted free of duty for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1892. 

If this is not discrimination in favor of 
the Canadian woolen manufacturer and 
against the Canadian farmer It would be 
difficult to determine what discrimination 
really means. Fertilizers of every desorip 
tion used by farmers when imported pay a 
duty of 20 per cent. 

The manufacturer’s raw material is ad 
mitted free of duty : the farmers must 
submit to a customs levy. 

But the farmer has borne with so muoh 
patience the unjust burdens heaped upon 
him that the government believe he will 
continue to submit to the extortion which 
has robbed him during a deoade and a half. 

When the next appeal is made to the 
country the government may find that a 
change not gratifying to its wishes has 
oome over the rural sections of the coun¬ 
try.

THE LATE TARIFF ENQUIRY. 

No more transparent fraud than the so- 
called tariff enquiry which Commissioners 
Wood and Wallace have been holding 
throughout thin Province has been foisted 
on the agricultural sections of the poople 
in any former missionary work that N. P. 
advocates have attempted. 

The partisan character of the examin¬ 
ation of witnesses, and the actual perver¬ 
sion of facts by these exponents of high 
and unfairly distributed customs taxation, 
is sulhcent to call down condemnation of 
tbe commissioner’s mission from every hon. 
est and Belf-respeoting farmer whose know- 
lodge of economic questions is entitled to 
respect 

A wide and exhaustive examination of 
the tariff and its effects on the agricultu 
ral class would have been a laudable pro¬ 
ject and one calculated ta inspire farmers 
with confidence in tho honesty and good 
intentions of the government. But a fraud 
so superficial as that which tbe two com¬ 
missioners have been playing can but be 
met by farmers with derision and in the 
end prove barren in good results. 

One listening to and observing the man¬ 
ner of examination of witnesses called 
would of necessity havo been forced to be¬ 
lieve that the commissioners were endeav¬ 
oring merely to play upon the credulity of 
farmers and blind them with the same old 
tlecce of wool that has done such long and 
efficient service for designing politicians. 

If the commissioners were sincero in 
their professions why did they resort to 
such|wholttsale misrepresentation of facta V 
In dealing with the sugar question Clarke 
Wallace deliberately stated that granula¬ 
ted sugars were 1, cent lower in Montreal 
than in New York. 

A reference to the quotations for grocers 
during the past week shows the falsity of 
his statement, gramJated sugar in Mont¬ 
real ranging from ifeents to 4? cents and 
in New York ranging from 4 o ; 10 c. to 4}c. 
prices being about |c. lower in New York 
than in Montreal. 

The same range of difference has pre 
vailed generally during tbe six months last 
past. 

Commissioner Wallace used bis state¬ 
ment to prove that the imposition of duties 
on articles imported into this country 
where such articles were manufactured 
here, did not produce a corresponding in¬ 
crease in the cost to the consumers. 

The rate of duty imposed by tbe United 
States on sugar above, No. 10 Dutch stan¬ 
dard, is 5/ 10c., while the Canadian rate on 
all grades above, No. 14 Dutch standard, is 
fixed at 8/10c. 

In order to keep American sugars out of 
the Canadian markets our refiners could 
hardly force consumers to pay prices cov¬ 
ering the full jjc., but 1 is covered, and the 
fact emphasises tbe aosurdity of Mr. Wal¬ 
lace’s assumption. In dealing with agri¬ 
cultural implements the commissioners 
labored to prove the cheapness and super 
iorlty of implements of Canadian mannfac 
ture as compared with those of Amerioan

Miorokoopwrs iloan Tfcslr Shops, Pouring 
the Mob Might Loot Thom — Klor 
Ilurtll* AdilrcMni tho Men, Who Xuroli 
From Tower Hill to Hyde Pork. 

London, Deo. 12 .—Thousands of unem¬ 
ployed workingmen of London met at 
Tower Hill and listened to addresses 
made 4y James Kior Hardie, a Socialist 
member of Parliament; Frank Smith and 
others. 

Mr. Hardie said ho intended to move the 
adjournment of the House of Commons to¬ 
day in order to call the attention of 
Parliament to the condition of the unem¬ 
ployed. Upon the conclusion of tho speech- 
making the crowd marched to Hyde Park. 

A number of red Hags were displayed. 
Several speeches were made in Hyde Park, 
after which the procession was re-formed 
and started on the way back to Tower 
Hill. 

As tho men marched through Oxford- 
street the police oaptured the most offen¬ 
sive banner that was being carried in the 
lines. The men were ullowed to inarch 
through Cheapnide, but subsequently when 
they were ordered to disperse by the police 
thov refused to do so. 

The police charged tho crowd and uflcr a 
eight resistance succeeded in dispensing it. 
Traffic was stopped for a short time. Some 
of the shop keepers in the vicinity of the 
disturbance feared that tho mob might loot 
their places of business, and as soon ua the 
disorder began shutters were hastily put 
up, doors locked, and business suspended. 


■ HARDIE’S MOTION DEFEATED. 

Pntliniuent Decline* to Adjourn to IMs- 

cuss the Question of thn Unemployed. 

London, Dec. 12 —In tho House of Com¬ 
mons the Right Hon. Lord George 
Hamilton, Conservative, formerly First 
Lord of the Admiralty stated that 
he would shortly move the adop¬ 
tion of a resolution calling 
upon the Government to inform the House 
as to its intentions in regard to increasing 
tho strength of tho navy. 

Mr. James Kier Hardy, Socialist mem¬ 
ber of the south division of Westlmm, 
moved the House adjourned. Tho motion 
was made for the purpose of calling atten¬ 
tion of Parliament to the condition of the 
unemployed. 

Mr. Hardie said that acute distress was 
prevailing in the entire country. A large 
number of cases of suicide and starvation 
had been reported. Pauperism has in¬ 
creased, especially in London. It was 
necessary, nc declared, that the local 
authorities should furnish employment for 
the poor. 

Mr. John MacDonald, moinbor for Tower 
Hamlets, supported Mr. Hardie. Mr. 
Hardie’e motion was lost by u vote of 175 ; 
to 33. 


GAUNT WANT IN CHICAGO- 

Eleven Hundred Apply Tor Shelter In 
One Night. 

Chicauo, Dec. 12.—By actual count 1111) 
men sought shelter in tho City Hall last 
night, and as many moro were stowed away 
on stono Moors last night. Joseph .Jefferson 
and Stuart Robson are arranging to give u 
joint performance for tho benefit of the un¬ 
fortunates. 

Tho hundreds of men, as they luy on the 
cold tiled floors or fougnt for places near 
the steam heaters, were questioned by Prof. 
Hourwich of tho University of Chicago and 
his class in statistics. 

W. P. Rend of the Citizens’ Committee 
said that such a calamity had never visited 
Chicago before. The city’s elevatois are 
bursting with supplies, and yet people are 
starving for the want of food. The senti¬ 
ment of the meeting seemed strong in favor 
of getting the city authorities to provide 
work for as many of the unemployed as 
possible. 

6000 Idle In Amsterdam. 

'I here are more than 0000 idle people in 
Amsterdam, add out of 145 sets of knitting 
machinery 125 are idle. The Overseer of 
the Poor is contributing 82 a week to near¬ 
ly 400 families. Thus far this year it hat 
ooet the city nearly $ 10,000 for the main- | 
tsnance of the poor.

Falling From a Oar causes Instant Death 
of a Hiakeman. 

Drumbo, Nov. 29.—At the C.P.R. depot 
yesterday Thomas Brock, who resides in 
London, lost hie life. A west-bound 
freight was throwing off a car on the sid¬ 
ing, when Brock slipped from the top of 
the oar, falling to the track, breaking hie 
neck, causing instant death. The only 
mark that disfigured the face was a cut of 
about two inohes on the side of the ohin. |

THE WILSON BILL REVISED. 

Tlxe Doties on Planed Lumber Restored— 
Other Chance*. 

Washington, Dec. 12.—The Wilson 
Tariff bill was formally submitted by th« 
Democratic majority ot the Ways aud 
Means Committee to full meeting of that 
committee yesterday. This is the first 
time that the Republican members of that 
committee have been permitted to know in 
their official capacity the contents of the 
bill. Since the statement of the provisions 
of the bill was given out by the Demooratio 
majority sor publication two weeks ago a 
number of changes have been made in the 
schedules. 

It is provided that the bill shall tales 
offset in June, 1894, not in March next as 
in the first draft. The duties on planed 
lumber have been restored, barley malt is 
increased from 20 to 2 . r > per cent, ad valorem, 
and there are many changes in the wool 
and crockery schedules.

“There art two 14ms m to what con¬ 
stitute# tbo funotions and duties of a 

8 ovsrnment,” began Sir Richard. “One 
> tho paternal or patriarchal idea, that a 
government is omnipotent and ought to in 
terfere in ererjthing—that people at best 
are but children end ought to be treated 
and dealt with as such. The other idta is 
that a government is after all only strictly 
delegated authority and that interference 
with liberty is only justified by something 
of absolute necessity to the general good. 
That conception of government comes 
nearest to the fundamental Liberal idea. 

“It is the duty of all true Liberals to 
I advocate freedom of speech, of thought, of 
action, freedom of soil and freedom of 
trade. 

“A government should take care to so 
regulate the division of piofite that no 
man shall be allowed more than his fair 
share. 

“There are certain things a government 
ought not to do. It should not grant 
privileges to one class of citizens which it 
refuses to othsrs. It has no right to take 
more taxes from the people than 
is necessary to oarry on the business of tbs 
sountry. 

“People are falling into the error of sup¬ 
posing that it is enough to have a good 
form of government. 1 here is no form of 
government the wit of man has 
yet devised that is not capable of being 
perverted, and in this same Canada of ours 
we have an exoeedingly good example of 
the troth of the aphorism. 

“Canada has a fairly good form of gov¬ 
ernment, but, in spite of her many ad¬ 
vantages, she is far from seouring the free¬ 
dom she deserves. 

“Our government dictates to the people 
with whom they shall deal. The essence 
of slavery is that the slave is not allowed 
to enjoy the fruits of his own labor—he 
must divide with somebody else. That is 
exactly what, under the protective system, 
our government compels iho people to do. 

“Protection creates a privileged class, to 
maintain whom the rett of the community 
aro taxed. 

“If anything was ever introduced which 
mado political corruption a necessity it wai 
protection. Under the existing system a 
Urge corruption fund is deliberately pro¬ 
vided hy law. So long as this is uone 
it is impossible to have representative 
institutions. Thfemuchina is not only a 
part of the government of Canada, but the 
government itself. It is * within my own 
personal knowledge that on more than one 
occasion the tariff was diotated by the 
manufacturers verbatim et literatum to the 
Finance Minister, who thus became the 
mere spenking-tiuinpet and mouthpiece of 
the Red Parlor to carry into effect their 
decrees, and not the decrees of the mem¬ 
bers of Parliament. 

“Now, I wish to point out some facts 
conccM'tiiug the grossly fraudulent pretences 
on which the National Policy was brought 
into existence. You will remember, doubt¬ 
less, how it was cl& : med that patriotic 
motives alone inspired tho authors 
of that polioy. But a gentleman in 
the innermost ring of the founders 
of the N.P., a bosom friend and 
counsellor of Sir John, who knows, if any 
man does, the reasons why the N. P. chipped 
the shell 14 years ago—Mr. D’Alton Mc¬ 
Carthy, said the other day, 'We were out 
of power, and there ia no doubt in the 
wot Id that we adopted the National Policy 
because we wanted to get in. If Mr. 
Mackenzie had adopted it, there would 
have been nothing left for us but free 
trade.’ 

“I give Mr. McCarthy credit for what he 
said, but I/doubt if he realized the true 
significance 6t that confession. Politicians, 
for the sake of getting office and for no 
other reason under heaven, deliberately 
turned around and made promiies to the 
people of Canada, which thoy knew would 
never be fulfilled. 

“1 have always held that the offence for 
which the Conservatives were expelled from 
power in 1874 was vile indeed, but the 
means by which they got back in 1878 were 
a thousand times more vile. 

“I say deliberately that they have trifled 
with the people’s intereats to such a degree 
as hue very neurljr driven us on destruction’s 
brink. Not only have they driven one and 
a quarter million people away in 15 years 


to tits ironc, such a system of proportion- 
ate representation is going to be the real safe¬ 
guard to universal suffrage. 

“People at long last havs awaksnsd to 
tbo evils which’ were brought upon them in 
1878. when the Conservative* were so anxi¬ 
ous to adopt th# system in vogue in the 
United States. Now that the Americans 
are at last emancipating themselves from 
the fetters they placed around their neoks, 
the people of Canada will also emancipate 
themselves from tbsir slavery ." 

In moving a vole of thanks to Sir 
Richard, Mr. M. G. Cameron said: “No 
mao is so much maligned and abused in 
Canada as Sir Richard Cartwright, and if 
there is any man Liberals should stick to it 
is he. We love him for the enemies he has 
mads. He is no friend of any Tory living. 
Why should ho be? It will not bo long be¬ 
fore he will occupy the position which it 
would have been bettor for the oountry 
he had never left.” 

Mr. Joseph Tait, M.L.A., in seconding 
the motion, said he admired Sir Richard 
most for his colossal nerve.

THE ARDLAMONT MYSTERY. 

Monson Fiends Not Guilty—'cott, Uu- 
located, l>*dared nn Ouilnw. 

EdinB f iuiii, Dec. 12.—In the High 
Court of Justice Tuesday Allred John Mon- 
son was called upon to plead to the indict- 
inert charging him with causing the death, 
at Ardlanmr.i on Aug. 10 last, of Lieut. 
Hnmbrough. The case is known as tho 
“Ardlan ont mystery” and has excited 
keen interest in ull parts owing to the pro¬ 
minence of the prisoner and his ullegud vic¬ 
tim. 

Monson pleaded not guilty. His alleged 
accomplice, Edward Sweeney, alias Davis, 
alias Scott, has not yet been found by the 
police, and in accordance with the rule that 
obtains in the Scotch courts he was pro¬ 
nounced to bs an outlaw. 

Munson’s toounan wus the next witness 
called. He testified that on the day of the 
shooting Monson returned do the house 
and informed him that Lieut. Hambrough 
bad shot himself and that his body had 
been left in the woods. Witness searched 
tor the body,but was unable to find it until 
Monson took him to the spot. The body 
was lying on its back. Witness 
saw no gun. On tho night before Lieut. 
Hambrougli’s death he heard ubnut the 
boat of which young IUmbrough hud boon 
an occupant sinking iu the bay. Ho saw 
the boat. It had a hole in the bottom that 
bad obviously been made with a knife. 

Further evidence was given by witnesses 
for the prosecution to prove that the hole 
in the boat nad been cut with a knife. 
Monson has always since the boat incident 
averred that it was due to tho capsizing of 
the craft.

Yokohama, Deo. 12.— Ths British steam¬ 
er China, Capt. Ward, from Ban Francisco 
Nov. 21, via Honolulu, arrived here jester- 
day. Considerable anxiety wai displayed 
to learn the latest news from Honolulu. 
The steamer reports tbet when she left the 
Hawaiian capital ths Provisional Govern 
ment was still In {tower.' There was much 
oxoitsment in the oity and great anxiety 
prevailed regarding the future aotion of the 
United 8tates. According to the advioes 
brought bv the China the Provisional Gov¬ 
ernment declared that it would resist ths 
restoration of Queen LiliuokalauL 

Fortlfvlnsr Government House. 

Vanoouvkr, Deo. 12.—The Australian 
strainer Arawa has arrived. Queen Lil 
had not been restored when she left Hono¬ 
lulu. 

The annexationists held a mass masting 
on Nov. 25 and adopted resolutions ap* 
p allng to Congress to aid the movement. 

On tlie four days preceding the sailing of 
the Arawa the troop* of the Provisional 
Government were busy fortifying and bar¬ 
ricading the Government House. The work 
was being done with sandbags principally. 

Probably 1000 people attended the mass 
meetings, which, on call, were stated to be 
for citizens favorable to annexation. The 
Royalists claim the meeting was packed by 
representatives of tho Provisional Govern¬ 
ment, and that all the enthusiasm was of a 
pre-arranged order. K. M. Hatch, vice- 
president of the Provisional Government 
and president of the Annexation Club, pre¬ 
sided and made the opening speech. 

Ho appealed to Congress against the 
executive, mid held that Secretary Gresham 
did not understand international law. He 
claimed that the Provisional Government 
had never submitted its right to exist to 
tho United States nud was therefore not 
bound by the policy of President Cleve¬ 
land. 

W. R. Castle, one of the annexation com¬ 
missioners to Washington, made an argu¬ 
ment to prove the authority of mass meet¬ 
ing*. He quoted recent American opinion 
that the revolution of 1770 was the work of 
the minority. Hawaii, ho said, was 
surely trending toward* the goal of union 
with its mothor country across the water. 
Can Secretary Gresham stop the onward 
progress of Hawaii, ho shouted, Mr.Castle 
said President Cleveland and Mr. Gresham 
were trying to execute justice and do whut 
is right, hut hn said the enemies of annexa¬ 
tion had stuffed their ears with lies. Tho 
speaker claimed that the pemde of the 
United States were against the President's 
Hawaiian policy. He claimed that the 
President of the United States is nowhere 
authorized to begin war. 

Mr. Castle attacked Commissioner Blount 
in a sneering way, charging him W’ith twice 
inviting tho supporlcis of the Queen to re¬ 
volt against the Provisional Government. 
Ho asset ted that the Deople of the country 
Imd established a provisional government. 
Mr Castle concluded by moving tho follow¬ 
ing resolutions, which were passed without 
dissent: 

Resolved, That we have read with sur¬ 
prise and regret the recommendation of 
tiie Secretary of State of the United States 
to tho President to restore the monarchy 
lately existing in Hawaii. 

Resolved, That wo condemn the as¬ 
sumption ot the j|tcr*tary that the right 
of the ProvisionarOovernment to exist was 
terminated by hie rofusal to re submit to 
the Senate the treaty of union pending 
between the two countrios, and also his 
assumption that the Provisional Govern¬ 
ment at that very time submitted the ques¬ 
tion of its continued existence to the arbi¬ 
trament of the Piesident or of any other 
power. 

R solved—That we suppott to the best 
of our ability tho Provisional Government 
to resist any attack upon it which may be 
made conn ary to the usage of nations. 

The caatle is barricaded or fortified, and 
10 cannon are mourned iu front of it.

“Mure, they have degraded aud debased 
a large number of our people. McGreevy’s 
revelations from his present residence 
in Ottawa afford proof of that fact.

“Although there has doubtless been pio- 
gross in some few favored localities, Canada 
bus made no advauce, materially speaking, 
within the past 1.5 years. 

“A protective system is wholly incon* 
sistcni with a proper representative system. 
Our iltonry in Canada ii that the opinion of 
the majority of tho male adults should pr«. 
vail. Although this system has its theoret- 
ical drawbacks, it would work fairly well if 
let alone. But the system is constantly be¬ 
ing interfered with. 

“What a farce it is when infamous gerry¬ 
manders are shamefully practised and as 
shamefully laughejgat to talk about repre 
sentative institutions! 

“As an interested spectator—[laughter]— 
they have reduced us to about that—I tell 
.you Ontario for the past 12 years has not 
been fairly represented. Had it been, ac¬ 
cording to the vote polled, the Conservative 
party would have been swept out of exis¬ 
tence. 

“I have heard it said often that the 
Liberal leaders were not sufficiently dex¬ 
terous or ene rgetic. I tell you it Sullivan 
or ull the angels of neaven had been oailed 
in the result would have been the same. 
With loaded dice against us what chance 
di«l wc have ? 

“Aliens were brought here to overpower 
the resident vote. In many counties 200 or 
.100 persons were brought from the other 
side of the line—men who had quitted 
Canada with no intentionof ever coming back 
to swamp t he honest resident vole. It only 
iim-e win* intended to resiO in Canada 
ha I voted the.'Conservative party would 
nave been swamped. ” 

A Voice: Then they had the Montague

“Yes, that is another branch of the sub¬ 
ject,” said Sir Richard. “Bribery exists in 
u highly organised state, and will flourish 
so long us protection provides corruption 
funds. Much lias been suid of the 
bye-elections—those by which the Con¬ 
servative majority was raised from 4 
to 40. This showed the extont of tho 
bribery brigade. In a geneial election the 
forces must necessarily bo divided, and 
consequently they aro not very powerful. 
But iu elections held on different days the 
brigade can be transported from place to 
place. 

“Kvcn if the protective system is rooted 
out there is another consideration. How 
in tho future will we take such precautions 
as will prevent its recurrence ? What lam 
about to say I say on my own responsibility 
alone. In my judgment we must amend 
the system of representation in order to 
remove the recurrence of gorivmandsr and 
remove the temptation to bribery. While 
tho latter rnay never lie completely ban¬ 
ished it inuy be enormously lessened. 

“Minority repieientation is a misno¬ 
mer end misleads people, but I be¬ 
lieve belter iCHults could be obtained 
by t lie introduction of somAhing like pro¬ 
portionate representation. 

“Bud as the House of Commons may be 
-and if I was put on my oath to express 
my candid opinion of the present House of 
Commons I would speak very strongly— 
still it has a perfect system of proportion¬ 
ate representation. And what is so 
easily done in a body like the House of 
Commons could be done in a larger sphere 
such as an election. I do not intend to 
ill aft u bill to-night, but a plan of double 
elections, grouping constituencies or some¬ 
thing of that nature couldbe adopted. It is 
in the inlet cats of Canada and the interfsts 
of humanity that this Dominion should be 
Civeii a fair and just representation. 

“Although the Liberals control within a 
fraction of the whole voto of Ontario they 
have only . 1*2 out of the 92 members. It is a 
gros< and crying injustice that this should 
be brought about by such artificial disturb* 
ances as gerrymanders. 

“Proportionate representation may, it ia 
claimed, give weight to promoter* of fade 
and fancies and may make party govern¬ 
ment impossible, some claim, but I tell 
y<*u,it is a message, I bring you 
to night, and whatever the objections may 
be, i lie principle ought to commend itself to 
eveiy liberal and every honest man.
